ated the guilty should be punished. 


"My spear knows no brother," was 


:he remark Mr. Roosevelt made early 
in April, when taxed with ingratitude 
for Investigating methods of the Har- 
riman school of railroad finance after riot map. 
Mr. Harriman bad contributed to re- 
publican success in 1904. The same 
quotation applies today, so far as the 
president is concerned. 


Publication ot the report and recom- 


mendations of Messrs. Kellogg and 
Severance, counsel for the interstate 
commerce commission, that the Har- 
riman railroad operations were in vio- 
lation of the Sherman law and should 
be prosecuted caused consternation in 
the commission. Reports have been 
thick in Washington that there is a 
division of sentiment among the com- 
missioners as to the advisability of 
prosecution. This is denied by mem- 
bers of the board, who insist that the 
question has not finally been consid- 
ered. 


It is known that at least three mem- 


bers of the commission hold the opin- 
ion that, severe as it is, the Kellogg 
and Severance report is not severe 
enough. It is pointed out that whether 
or not all the commissioners are in 
favor of prosecuting Mr. Harriman 
and his associates would make no dif- 
ference, as the person 
to 
decide 


whether prosecution shall be initiated 
is the attorney general. 


Evidence taken by the commission 


has not yet been submitted to the de- 
partment of justice. 
The 
attorney 


general, however, has paid careful at- 
tention to the hearings, and when all. 
the points the commission desires to 
investigate have been proved he will 
get the mass of papers and docu- 
ments. When this is done the whole 
matter will be discussed by the at- 
torney general and the president and 
considered by the cabinet.

indication is that one of the last cab- 
inet meetings held before the presi- 
dent goes to Oyster Bay will deal with 
ils important question.

NOTES OF THE ORCHARD. 


o know how he accomplished this grown in soil that does not naturally 
eat. He confirms the y'eld and writes 
as follows: 


"I prepared the field beforehand by 


plowing and sowing it to wheat and 
clover. 
It was sowed 
with 
clover 


twice and turned under for wheat. 


"I used each time a commercial fer- 


tilizer containing 15 per cent potash, 
at the rate of 200 pounds per acre. It 
Is bought from the Cleveland Dryer 
Works, of Cleveland. Ohio. 
I culti- 


vated the ground thoroughly and kept 
the soil loose and light. In the spring 
of 1906 I plowed the ground to u 
depth of seven Inches and then har- 
rowed and rolled it and harrowed and 
worked it again and again until it was 
as fine and mellow as a garden bed. 


"I planted my corn May 1!> with a 


drill, rows forty-two inches apart, 
grains ten inches apart. I applied 100 
pounds of fertilizer per acre.

•with their dams on pasture it they are 
to be maintained for breeding pur- 
poses, and for tho first two months 
Bhould be given a. light ration of oats 
shelled corn and bran, with access to 
clean, bright hay. 


Calves should be weaned about sia 


xnonths and by that time should hav< 
fieen taught to eat, so that they wil 
tot miss the mother's milk to such an 
extent as to cause them to fret an 
.worry themselves into poor condition 
Keep the calf humping from the tim 


hrough the ground I went on it with 
harrow and harrowed it twice.

culture from the National Bureau of 
Plant Industry suited to the soy bean 
and tried it. but this nltro-culture 
failed to benefit my soy beans. They

A MISSOURI MAX'S COWTEAS. 


The cowpea is a native of a warm 


country, therefore I have found that 
it is best to wait until the weather be- 
comes settled and the ground thor- 
oughly warm 
before sowing them. 


From May the 20th to June the 10th 
is about right in the middle west. They 
may be sown much later than that 
with very good success. 


Three pecks of good seed will be 


sufficient for an acre in the drill. 
If 


broadcasted from one to two bushels 
would be better. I have found they do 
better on thin land if given a little cul- 
tivation. They make an excellent for- 
age for all .kinds of animals, but it re- 
quires considerable experience before 
one can secure a. good quality ot hay, 
yet as a soil renovator no one will 
make a mistake In sowing them. 


Several years ago I was Induced to 


try cowpeas as a soil renovator, on 
account of having a few acres of land 
that seemed to defy all efforts toward 
getting a catch of clover on it. This 
piece of land was a light clay soil and 
had been corned and plowed wet, un- 
til it was devoid of all humus and 
practically ruined, so far as growing 
a profitable crop was concerned. 


I scattered four loads of stable ma- 


nure per acre on this land and plowed 


fruit the first year, $1,400 the second 


These four breeds are classed as 


special purpose cows, because they 
have been bred for years with the idea

purpose of producing butter, 


cheese and milk. 


Nature has favored the breeders of 


special purpose cows as long as they 
have bred with the one object In view, 
that of breeding for a special purpose.

Three years ago I rented one acre 


of very pood ground.

The last of 
March I planted by hand and co-.ered 
with the hoe early Ohio potatoes, using 
about one-fifth of the ground. At the 
same time I planted three quarts of 
peas: these were for the esrly high- 
priced market.

April, when the ground had bei-om« 
somewhat warm. 1 put in a few rows 
of sweet corn. The latter part of May 
I planted more sweet corn and the 
last of June put In the final planting 
jof sweet corn.

Fermentation seems to Improve, 


rather than Injure it. 
If sub-soil 


drainage Is good, pulp may bo stored 
n pits and covered with some kind o< 
straw or litter, but not with barnyar<. 
nanure. 


In feeding beet pulp, the best prac- 


tice Is to begin with a small quantity 
and Increase until the desired num- 
ber of pounds Is reached, taking sev- 
eral weeks for It.

than too little. 


When too much Is fed. the animals 


go off food and scour, but straw added 
to the ration will help obviate this 
trouble.

two-horse planter was set thirty-six 
inches and to drop every eight inches 
in the row. 


In this way the peas were scattered 


about four inches apart in the row, 
and by straddling every other row, the 
rows were left eighteen inches apart, 
or wide enough to aflow a one-horse 
double-shovel plow to bo run between 
rows. 
After the peas were well up 


they were given two cultivations. 


In the fall as soon as the peas began 


to ripen, a disc-cultivator was run over 
the patch with the disc set straight 
so as to cut the vines as much as pos- 
sible. This was done in order to get 
them in better shape for plowing un- 
der and help in packing the land. As 
soon as the plowing was finished, the 
disc was run over the patch again, fol- 
lowed by the roller, and this and the 
adjoining land was sown to wheat. 


The rest of the land was given 150 


pounds of "raw bone" per acre, con- 
taining 3 per cent nitrogen, and 7 
per cent phosphoric acid. The wheat 
on the cowpea plat ripened earlier, 
more uniformly and yielded fourteen 
bushels more per acre than did the 
balance of the field where fertilizer was 
used. 


I see that many nogroes are leaving

Pulp may be fed along with 
concentrates to hogs in small quan- 
tities, but as it is not naturally suited 
to this class of animals, the quantity 
fed should be small. 


For swine, pulp should not be d»- 


pended upon too largely, for to them 
as a single food, it is only a main- 
tenance ration. 


Animals will take rapidly to pulp, If 


mixed with grain. 


The amount of pulp fed in a day 


should be reduced toward the close of 
the fattening period, especially if th» 
animals are to be shipped long dl»- 
tances to market.

Municipal Poittra In England Accom- 


i 
pllih Much Good. 


Striking evidence of the progress of 


tho temperance cause Sn England is 
furnished by Out important movement 
•which hka been made by various mu- 
nicipal authorities advising the pub- 
lic by means of strongly worded post- 
ers against U» erils and dangers of 
alcoholism, especially in relation to 
physical deterioration. 
Some 
two 


years ago. on tho initiative o! the Na- 
tional Temperance league, some of the 
most weighty evidence concerning tho 
question of alcohol was prepared and 
presented to 
the 
inter-department 


committee appointed by liU majesty's 
government to consider the question 
of physical deterioration. In their re- 
port, which was duly presented to both 
bouses of parliament, the commutes 
•tated that as the result of the evi- 
dence laid fceforo them they were "con- 
vinced that the abuse c! alcoholic 
stimulants is a most potent and dead- 
ly agent of physical deterioration." On 
•tho basis of this, and following the 
lead which was sot by Paris in 1902, 
no less than 12? municipal authorities 
throughout England have issued post- 
ers calling tho attention of the public 
to fuis Important fact. An exhibition 
{c connection with, this movement was 
hold recently In Marylebono, when 68 
striking posters issued by various 
municipalities were shown on 
the 


•walls of the hall and an interesting 
lecture on tho progress of the work 
,was given by Mr. McAdam Eccles, the 
organizer ot the exhibition.
